‘MORAL  MAJORITY’ 


. . . Where  Is  It  Leading  Us? 


The  1980  Presidential  elec- 
tion has  altered  the  face  of 
America.  A huge  conser- 
vative wave  has  swept  the 
nation,  sweeping  out  of  of- 
fice hundreds  of  liberal 
congressmen,  senators, 
state  legislators  and  other 
public  officials.  The 
President  elect,  Ronald 
Reagan,  has  long  been 
known  as  the  national 
spokesman  for  conservatism 
in  the  United  States.  More 
important  than  this  conser- 
vative landslide,  however,  is 
the  role  which  the  so-called

One  of  Paris’  Top 
Impersonators 


In  the  world  of  female  imper- 
sonators there  are  three  personalities 
who  are  commonly  considered  to  be  the 
devine  trio.  Their  names  bring  instant 
recognation  throughout  the  world,  and 
they  are  considered  to  be  the  masters  of 
their  profession.  They  are  Coccinelle, 
Capucine  and  Bambi. 

Bambi’s  illustrious  career  began  in 
Paris  at  the  La  Carrousel.  The  strik- 
ingly beautiful  blonde  won  instant 


fame  and  recognition,  drawing  admir- 
ing audiences  from  all  across  Europe. 
Quickly,  Bambi  became  a legend  in  her 
own  time,  a superstar  who  worked  and 
played  in  the  same  league  as  Coccinelle 
and  Capucine. 

St.  Tropez  and  other  glamour  cap- 
itals of  Europe  were  home  for  Bambi 
whenever  she  performed.  Her  name  on 
the  marque  would  guarantee  a standing 
room  only  crowd.  Even  on  the  streets 
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she  was  stopped  and  asked  for  auto- 
graphs. In  Europe,  the  female  imper- 
sonators are  oftentimes  folk  heroes, 
superstars  to  be  admired  and  adored. 

Today,  Bambi  works  occasionally 
for  special  events  and  causes.  She 
divides  her  time  in  Paris  between  teach- 
ing French  to  Americans  and  working 
with  up-and-coming  female  imperson- 
ators. To  this  day,  whenever  Bambi 
enters  a sophisticated  Parisian  night- 
club, she  is  still  recognized  and 
admired. 

There  are  few  true  legends  in  the 
world,  but  Bambi  must  be  acknow- 
ledged as  one  of  them.  Tier  life  today  is 
a full  and  happy  one,  and  in  Paris,  the 
legend  still  lives  on. 
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The  art  of  female  impersonation  became  an 
extremely  popular  form  of  nightclub  entertainment 
in  the  United  States  just  after  the  end  of  World 
War  II.  Although  reigning  in  Europe  prior  to  the 
war  as  a popular  attraction,  female  impersonators 
rarely  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  gain  fame  and 
recognition  in  the  continental  United  States. 

After  the  war,  however,  both  sides  of  the 
Atlantic  glorid  in  a new  rash  of  superstars. 

Female  impersonation  became  widely  accepted  as 
an  art  form,  an  entertainment  that  involved  not 
only  the  talents  of  acting  and  singing,  but  also 
those  of  creating  the  illusion. 

The  fifties  and  early  sixties  produced  some  of 
the  true  legends  of  female  impersonation.  Per- 
formers whose  following  crossed  oceans  and  whose 
performances  delighted  and  astounded  audiences 
throughout  the  world.  Today,  those  performers 
who  we  see  on  the  stages  of  female  impersonation 
clubs  throughout  the  world  owe  their  success  and 
their  roots  to  these  pioneers,  these  legends  who 
brought  the  art  of  female  impersonation  to  the 
level  that  it  enjoys  in  today’s  world. 

We  at  Les  Girls  thought  it  time  to  take  an- 
other look  at  these  superstars  of  the  stage  who 
made  their  mark  nearly  two  decades  ago  in  the 
clubs  of  Europe  and  America.  We  felt  that  you, 
our  readers,  would  be  interested  not  only  in 
reviving  their  memories,  but  in  finding  out  what 
they  are  doing  today. 


Those  who  remember  Holli  White  recall  the  stunning 
beauty  and  extensive  eroticism  that  this  highly  talented  per- 
former brought  to  the  stage.  Holli,  blonde  and  lithe,  dressed 
in  black  lace  and  wearing  long  leather  gloves,  excited  and  en- 
thralled audiences  throughout  the  world. 

Holli  began  her  career,  as  did  so  many  other  superstars, 
at  the  ‘82’  Club  in  New  York  City.  It  was  there  that  she 
emerged  as  a star,  a gorgeous  and  exotic  impersonator  who 
was  destined  for  greatness. 

From  New  York,  Holli  crossed  the  Atlantic  and  began 
delighting  European  audiences  as  she  toured  the  continent. 
From  La  Carrousel  in  Paris  to  the  Chez  Nous  in  West 


Berlin,  Holli  White  created  a huge  following  and  rose  to  the 
top  of  her  profession.  An  international  celebrity,  popular 
amongst  members  of  the  famed  ‘jet  set’,  Holli  White  be- 
came a sought  after  and  much  loved  personality. 

It  was  during  the  early  seventies  that  Holli  White  de- 
cided to  retire  from  show  business.  Holli  married,  and 
moved  to  Hawaii  with  her  spouse  to  live  in  ease  and  com- 
fort. A welcomed  respite  after  years  of  hard  work  perfecting 
her  style  and  her  act. 

Holli’s  success  story  continued,  only  now,  she  is  finding 
fulfillment  in  the  peaceful  setting  of  the  Islands,  far  away 
from  the  stage  lights  and  the  adoring  crowds. 
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In  France,  Michelle  has  achieved 
fame  as  a television  personality. 
She  hosts  one  of  the  most  un- 
usual shows  ever  broadcast,  a 
seminar  on  transsexualism  and  the 
role  of  the  transsexual  in  society. 
For  the  beautiful  and  concerned 
Michelle,  the  television  show  re- 
presents only  one  more  way  in 
which  she  finds  herself  able  to 
communicate  and  assist  those  who 
find  themselves  in  problem 
situations.  The  incredible  Michelle 
has  brought  her  intelligence  and 
wit  to  the  forefront,  adding  those 
qualities  to  her  exceptional  beauty 
and  thereby  creating  one  of  the 
world’s  most  intriguing  and  beau- 
tiful personalities! 
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He  is  a star  impressionist 
on  the  BBC  in  England, 
with  his  own  show  and  a 
tremendous  following.  His 
name  is  Danny  LaRue,  and  we 
are  extremely  pleased  to  be 
able  to  feature  this  inter- 
national superstar  in  the 
pages  of  Les  Girls.  It  takes 
only  one  exposure  to  this 
talent  to  understand  the 
fame  of  Danny  LaRue . 
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Exotic,  sultry  and  a temptress. 
That  was  Kirk  Weill  during  his  years 
on  the  stage.  In  slinky  evening  dresses, 
brandishing  a gold-plated  cigarette 
holder  and  seducing  the  audience  with 
his  sultry  and  soulful  act,  Kirk  Weill 
became  an  overnight  success  in  the 
clubs  that  featured  female  imper- 
sonators. 

The  career  of  Kirk  Weill,  however, 
was  short-lived.  Not  because  of  tragedy 
or  failure,  but  because  Kirk  Weill 
possessed  talent  that  transcended  even 
his  own  performing  arena. 

Today,  Kirk  Weill  is  a successful 
dancer  on  Broadway,  and  has  appeared 
in  some  of  New  York’s  most  successful 
musicals.  The  stage  of  the  imperson- 
ator clubs  was  only  a stepping  stone 
for  Kirk,  providing  him  with  the
